Some authors are queer coves. . 
Arnold Bennett once told Frank 
Swinnerton that he had a weak-- 
@s for buying pictures, but his 
French wife objected, so he 
would bring a new one home 
secretly, hide it under the bed, 
and six months later hang it 
on a wall. 


“Marguerite sees it, and says: 
‘Oh, you have a new picture!’ I 
gay: ‘No, I've had that... for 
months!’ ” 


‘ But it wasn’t as secret as he 
though for within twenty-four 
‘hours Mrs. Bennett was telling 
Swinnerton: “You know what 
Arnold does? He buys a picture, 
He hides it under his bed. Soon, 
he hangs it on the wall. I say:

Proved their courage. 


H. M. Tomlinson. as a young 
journalist, was told by a friend 
that a big ship was to ‘sail a 
thousand miles up the Amazon 
into the heart of South Ameri- 
ea.

Found out, he was sent to the 
U.S.A., where he spent long 
months in semi-starvation, Re- 
turning to England, he married 
the girl and tried to keep them 
both by such work as a boy of 
twenty-one could do, but she 
vanished and went back to the 
streets. 

When she-died he was touch- 
ed to discover that she had kept 
to the last his photograph and 
a little picture he’d given her. 
He wrote “The  Unclassed,” 
based ‘gn the experience, and 
other povels about the London 
poor, rtd fre 

Desperat@ again with loneli- 
ness and-everwork, he ran out 
into the street one day and ask- 
ed the first girl he met to mar- 
ry him. It was not a happy mar- 
riage; illness eventually robbed 
the wife of her reason.

I had this combination 
in a pie in the world-famous 
London restaurant, Simpson’s-in- 
the-Strand (I had roast saddle 
of mutton with ed currant jelly 
first), and also at Old House in 
Windsor where it was served 
with clotted cream — a full 
pitcher for each diner, writes 
Eleanor Richey Johnson in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

In Switzerland, thickened 
fruit was topped with a meringue 
instead of crust for a dessert that 
was popular. with Americans. 
The dessert that has brought 
more oh's and ah’s than any 
other in my several weeks of 
travel on the continent was a 
refrigerator pudding we had at 
the Hotel Metropole in Brussels. 
Ladyfingers had been used for 
the base, lining a bowl, and filled 
with a combination of custard 
and whipped cream. It was 
served with a scarlet sauce that 
was half cranberry and half 
strawberry. It was served quite 
cold, and was frothy, sweet, and

Traffic fatalities during this 


festive period have been on the 
increase in recent years, ‘Mrs 
Adams pointed out, and many of 
these accidents could have been 
avoided if more thought had 
been put into the planning of 
holiday parties and the refresh- 
ment served at them, 

In the gaiety and warmth of 
family reunions, and the visits 
of dear and old friends, cautior 
is sometimes “flung to the 
winds” and what started out te 
be a wonderful evening ofter 
ends in tragedy. 


In concluding, Mrs. Adam: 
suggested a few simple rules tc 
be followed by the Canadian hos. 
tess this year in order to ensure 
a happy and safe holiday season 
for all: 

1. Always ‘have food avail- 
able for your. guests. Tasty 
spreads and dips for crackers and 
potato chips, cold meat cuts and 
@ variety of cheeses are always 
welcome and easy to serve. 

2. If you are among many 
Canadians who serve alcoholic 
beverages, keep the safety of 
your guests in mind and be rnod- 
erate.

moral] of the trade, for it is pre- 
cisely in this fashion—by going 
out of their way to please the 
customer—that shopping centres 
are revolutionizing North Amer- 
jean buying habits. 

The most striking example of 
this departure is the very loca- 
tion of these 20th century ba- 
zaars. Across Canada, in the past 
five years, stores have closed up 
shop downtown or branched out 
to join in the great trek to su- 
burbia. Their new stand is the 
shopping centre, a meticulously 
planned and integrated group of 
establishments-——usually domina- 
ted by a massive department 
store or supermarket—catering 
to the suburban householder 
with everything from minced 
steak to mink coats. “Merchants 
are now going to the people in- 
stead of waiting for the people, 
to come to them,” says Carl Pep-— 
percorn, executive vice-presi- 


dent of Fairweather’s, an old To- 


ronto firm that now does busi- 
ness in eight shopping centres. 


‘*“And we like it that way.” 


And so do the people. In .the 
past year Canadians spent close 


_ to $250 million—about four per- 


cent of the national retail sales— 
in 30-odd shopping centres from 
Vancouver, which boasts the 
first in Canada, to Dartmouth, 
N.S., which has one of the new- 
est. And this, evidently, is just 
a start. Scores more are rising in 
subdivided turnip fields on: the 
fringes of our major cities, The 
biggest single builder is Princi- 
pal Investments Ltd., of Toronto, 
which operates 10 shopping 
“plazas” in Ontario. By 1960 its 
Officials expect to have a nation- 
wide chain of 40 or more, with 
their collective cash registers 
ringing up sales of about $400 
million annually. By then, too, if 
the present trend continues, 
about 100 shopping centres across 
the land will be grossing in the 
neighborhood of one billion dol- 
lars. 

One of the surest signs of the 
new trend is the fact that the 
two giants of Canadian mer- 
chandising, Eaton’s and Simp- 
son’s, are joining it. Eaton’s has 
Opened its first suburban store in 
a $12 million centre that Princi- 
pal Investments is building out- 
side Oshawa, Ont., and Simpson's 
is already at work in the Greater 
Hamilton Shopping Centre, an 
$18 million creation of fmancier 
E. P. Taylor. 

Though the idea of shopping 
centres is only slightly younger 
than the: wheel — the ancient 
Greeks and Romans having built 
some dandies — their pheno- 
menal growth in recent times 
ean be traced to one of the 
wheel’s: most. modern applica- 
tions—the automobile. 

In Canada’s postwar expansion, 
the auto's mobility enabled. hun- 
dred’s of-thousands of people to 
find more breathing room — to 
hold down jobs in overcrowded 
cities and yet take out ranch- 
style mortgages in the burgeon- 
ing suburbs. But the blessings 
were not unmixed. For if Tril- 
lium. township lacked such ur- 
ban defects as smog and “No

“Parking” signs, it also lacked 
one of the city’s major conveni- 
ences—nandy shopping facilities. 

Here was a vast new market 
and enterprising men were quick 
to grasp it. Real estate develop- 
ers went out into the erstwhile 
sticks, erected strips of a -dozen 
shops and leased them to grocers, 
druggists, haberdashers and 
bankers. For the suburban 
housewife it meant that Main 
street was coming to her, and 
she responded with dollars. . 


Today these community strips 
mre giving rise to mammoth re- 
gional centres, 50 or 60 varied 
stores that draw upon a metro- 
politan area of 300,000 yeople or 
more and provide—significantly 
-—acres of free parking Space for 
the cars that carry them. 

Thereby a paradoxical situa- 
tion has been created: although 
shopping centre merchants ori- 
ginally went out of their way to 
serve the customer, today many 
customers —city-dwellers— are 
driving out of their way to pat- 
ronize one-stop suburban market 
places, thus avoiding the crush 
in long-established in-town and 
downtown shopping districts. 

Naturally, the effect of this is 
being felt in the city. Some 
downtown merchants; unable to 
beat the suburban competition, 
are joining in. But many others 
are fighting back, wooing the 
buyer with everything from im- 
proved services and free trans- 
portation to singing commercials 
and gaudy give-aways. 

While shcpping centres have 
burst upon the scene with all the 
chrome trappings of a modern 
phenomenon, they are, in fact, 
anvthing but new. The early Ro- 
mans went by chariot or afoot to 
the fora, the city square where 
legal, cultural and mercantile 
business was carried on. The 
Greeks also had a word for it, 
the agdéra. But whereas these 
market places were taid out to 
serve city folks, today’s shopping 
centres are designed primarily 
for people who prefer to live 
outside town. 

Ever increasing thousands do 
so, Between 1941 and 1951 the 
population of Canadian urban 
areas increased 27 percent. Of 
these new residents, 68 percent 
moved into the suburbs. In the 
same period, automobile regis- 
trations increased 63 percent, 
More peop'e were escaping to 
dormitory suburbs by night; 
more cars were clogging down- 
town streets by day. In many 
major cities, shopping became an 

ordeal of milling crowds, dented 
fenders and frayed nerves. 

The first merchants to catch 
the commercial possibilities of 
this situation were the big gro- 
cery chains. They put up giant 
supermarkets in the roomier su- 
burbs and provided, along with 
the crunchy-munchy cereals and 
quick-frozen TY dinners, the 


acres parking space that 
downtown couldn't hope to 
match, 

_ These suburban groceterias 


were an instant success, drawing 
shoppers even from the cities 
that bred them. A key reason is 
given by Scott Feggans, director 
of advertising and. public rela- 
tions for Dominion — Stores. 
“When people are setting out in 
the family car to spend $15. $20 
or $30 on food,” he says, “they 
will go an extra distance to shop 
in a one-stop store.”—By Don

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Winter | Was Winter 
Way Back When 


At the time e when the white 
gate meant most to me, I was 
between nine and twelve years 
old, and those years lay between 
1896 and the turn of the century. 
In those years on the coast of 
Maine there were no automobiles, 
almost no telephones, no gasoline 
engines, no electric lights, almost 
no bathrooms, or furnaces, or 
refrigerators, no running water, 
no boughten bread, no paper 
towels, no egg beaters, no soap 
flakes. In place of these ameni- 
ties, which today make the run- 
ning of a household compartively 
easy, there were hard work in 
which all had a share, the com- 


' fortable knowledge of what one’s 


days would be like, for they were 
usually very much the same, a 
sense of security ... 


There was also the constant 
excitement of the weather... 
Its tyranny over us was most 
evident, of course, in the winter; 
but in the year 1896 and for 
many years following, 
winters claimed more than half 
the number of the months. Late 
September and all of October 
meant sharp frosts and early 
lamplight; November, high, biting 
winds and the first drifting snow- 
flakes. From December until 
April, except for an occasional 
and brief January thaw, we were 
buried in snow, which lay three 
or four feet deep over fields and 
pastures and through which oxen, 
yoked to heavy sledges, plunged - 
to their shoulders and men with 
shovels. plowed to their hips in 
a fierce battle to break the roads. 
The mercury dropped to zero and 
below and remained there for 
days; the: ice sealed our bay for 
seven miles out to sea and crack- 
ed with the sound of guns as the 
tide crept in and out beneath it; 
the timbers in our attics snapped 
at night; the air was cut. by the 
blue, wavering breaths of muffled, 
venturesome people; children un- 
dressed by kitchen stoves or roar- 
ing fireplaces and, clasping hot 
flatirons or soapstones wrapped 
in cloths or in newspapers, dash- 
ed upstairs to huddle between 
blankets and under patchwork 
quilts in frigid rooms with tightly 
closed windows... When we 
went to school on bitter days 
(though in deference to the 
weather there was no primary 
or grammar school in January 
and February), bundled up in 
knitted hoods and heavy reefers, 
woolen mufflers and long black 
leggings, 
potatoes in our mittened hands 
and kept these warm on the top 
of the schoolhouse stove against 
our return home. And whenever 
the weather allowed us to drive 
in our two-seated yellow pung 
behind our two black horses, we 
fondled these hot potatoes while 
my father in his bearskin coat 
and cap held the reins in his_ 
heavy fur gloves, and the sound — 
of sleighbells cut the piercing 
air.>

Two little girls moved shyly 
from the crowd and presented 
flowers to an erect, impeccably 
dressed, white-haired gentleman 
_@tanding under a sign reading 
“Welcome”. His usually -frosty 
blue eyes tender, he bent, deeply 
moved, and kissed their hands. 
“Thank you, thank~ you,” he 
murmured, 


The man was Cyrus Eaton, one 
of the most colorful yet mysteri- 
ous figures in the world of high 
finance. 


Eaton had just saved the small 
West Virginia community of Fol- 
lansbee (pop. about 4,435) from 
being turned into a ghost town. 
At the pleas of local workmen 
and officials he had stepped in 
and ‘prevented the Follansbee 
Stee] Company from being torn 
down and its machinery removed 
by a huge steel corporation. 

At the thanksgiving supper in 
the big silent mill that night, he 
. told the.grateful citizens: “It's 
_fmall cities like Follansbee that 
are the heart and strength of 
America. When you build plants 
in small communities and give 
jobs to people in their home 
towns, you strengthen the capi- 
talist system.” 


This isn’t just talk with Eaton. 
Twice before, he had steeped in 
to save local industries in small 
towns. He calls this “creative 
capitalism.” 

Cyrus Stephen Eaton is an ex- 
traordinary person. Almost 73, 
he looks, acts and thinks like a 
man 20 years younger writes Tris 
Coffin in Coronet. 


In many ways, he is a study 
im contrasts. Though he is re- 

tedly one of the 20 richest men 

the U.S., John L. Lewis is a 
elose friend. ‘ 

In Cleveland, from his Ter- 
minal Tower office overlooking 
Lake Erie,-he directs an industrial 
empire that streches from the 
Arctic to the tropics, and includes 
railroads, utilities, ‘coal, iron, 
gold, steel and paints. Yet, he is 
an honored member of the Am- 
erican Philosophical Association 
and American Council of Learned 
Societies. 


He is a witty essayist and a 
prize-winning farmer (hig spe- 
tlalty is Scotch Shorthorn cattle). 
He skis every Christmas with his 
grandchildren. : 

"Do what you want to do,” he 
gays, “and work will be fun.” 
(He works from 12 to 14 hours 
aday.) “Learn to understand the 
‘wonders of nature and the glories 
ef literature. Get eight hours’ 
sleep a night.” (He neither 
drinks, smokes, nor uses coffee, 
but drinks hot water with every 
meal.) _ 

During the Washington probes 
of subversives, he announced 
scornfully, “The way to combat 
communism isn't by witch-hunt- 
ing and wire-tapping. Common 
stocks owned by all the people, 
and common sense by business 
and political leaders is the best 
guarantee of a dynamic capital- 
ism.” i 
When the going is tough and 
lesser men would back out, he 
amiles gently, discusses early 
Greek culture like a scholar, and 
hangs on. 

Cyrus Eaton is a product of 
Pugwash, a small lumbering and 
fishing village in Nova Scotia, 
where his father was a farmer 
and small shopkeeper. His deeply 
religious mother, Mary McPher- 
son Eaton, wanted him to devote 
his life to helping others, and at 
ene time he considered the min- 
istry as a career. 

His practical side developed 
while working in his father’s 
store. The elder Eaton once said 
to him: “When he was six years 
eld, I could leave him alone in 
the store for hours.” 


After callege, young Eaton was 
@ cowpuncher in northwest. Ca- 
nada, a store clerk and a lay 
minister. But once he went into 
business he wasted no time. His 
big opportunity, and one that 
would have frightened off a lesser 
man, came in 1907 whén he was 
sent by a utility syndicate to get 
franchises for local gas and_elec- 
tric plants. deoeN 

A panic developed in the US\. 
that year and left the syndicate — 
without money to continue the 
project. Eaton was only 23, but 
he walked confidently into a 
bank, argued that electricity was 
coming, and secured funds to 
build a plant himself. Two years 
later, he sold the utility for a 
good profit. 


With this as a stake, he went 

into the utility business through 
he Midwest and Canada. Always 
willing to take a risk, he moved 
on into steel (he created Republic 
Steel), into paint and rubber and 
paper. He was a multi-million- 
aire by the time he was 30. 
- A typical Eaton operation was 
the \way he broke into steel in 
1925.) First hé studied the _in- 
dustry with all thethoroughness 
of a laboratory scientist, search- 
ing for a weakness he could ex- 
ploit. He found it in the founder- 
ing Trumbull Stee] Company and 
with the masterful timing that 
marked many of his operations, 
went into action. 


Cyrus Eaton, an unknown in 
steel, appeared boldly before the 
three-man committee running 
Trumbull! and-told them, “I know 
you’re in trouble, and it will take 
$18,000,000 to get you on your 
feet. Here’s a cheque.” 


The sum was exactly what the 
commitee had privately esti- 
mated. But the chairman coldly 
stated that he did not know Mr. 
Eaton or his credit rating. 


The relatively young man (he 
was 41) replied pleasantly, “If 
you doubt my ability to under- 
write this sum, please telephone 
the Cleveland Trust Company 
and ask them whether this 
cheque for $20,000,000 will be 
honored.” 


The cheque was good and he 
gained control. of Trumbull. 

In the stock market crash 
Eaton’s empire fell and he lost 
$100,000,000. Other men were 
jumping out of windows but, as- 
an associate recalls, “He came in 
to settle up and signed one of the 
biggest Cheques ever written. He 
made only one comment, ‘To- 
morrow is another day’.” 

Cyrus Eaton is the only one of 
the big tycoons of the '20s who 
lost everything and came back. 
He launched an attack on Wall 
Street's control of industry fin- 
ancing which revolutionized Am- 
ericali busiieess. Previously, when 
a railroad needed funds to hvild 
a new line, it called up its favor- 
ite Wall Street banking house 
(two were known as the railroad 
financiers) which set its own 
price for the bonds offered. 

Eaton coolly took $30,000,000 
of Chesapeake & Ohio financing 
away from Wall Street by paying 
$1,500,000 more for the bonds. 
This bold and daring raid stun- 
ned Wall Street and won Eaton 
the friendship of many other in- 
dependents, including Robert R. 
Young who was then trying to 
take over the Van Swerigen rail- 
road empire. 

An observer remarked, “It was 
a beautiful maneouvre. Wall St. 
was caught napping. Eaton fig- 
ured his margin down to the last 
penny. If he had bid Jess than 
his opponents, he would: have 
looked like a fool. If he had bid 
too much, he would have lost 
his shirt.” 

This operation re-established 
Cyrus Eaton as one of the top 
financial genuises of the post- 
Depression era.

The rubber tire has at last 
persuaded Paris that all of its 
€,000,000 daily passengers must 
be carried pneumatically. 

The 56-year-old: underground 
railway was the last to surren- 
der to the rubber tire. After 18 
years of argument with the 
Michelin Tire Company, it agreed 
in 1950 to make a test. From 
1952 to 1954 an ordinary Metro 
car,. with enough extra ballast 
to simulate an average load at all 
times, travelled 37,500 miles. The 
Michélin Metallic F-20 tires with 
corrugated tread showed only 
the slighest wear. (They are 
called metallic because four metal 
metal gauze layers are woven 
into the rubber.) 

The decision was then reached 
to change over the entire system 
to rubber tires, thus bringing it 
in line with the several million 
automobiles, buses, scooters, mo- 
torcycles, and bicycles on the 
streets. The first train came into 
public use on Nov. 8, 1956. 

There had been no doubt that 
the rubber-tired train had all 
the advantages. It could get 
away -faster and stop more 
quickly; its progress, according 
to an engineering poet, was like 
that of “a swan on a lake”; and 
motors, controls, bolts, car bod- 


ies, and passengers were not 
being continuously shaken to 
pieces. 


Work was begun on the com- 
plete trains, which were to in- 
clude other pleasant features such 
as more and wider completely 
automatic doors, psychologically 
praiseworthy ligthing, and softer 
geats. The new train carries 650 
passengers, of whom only 96 can 
sit during rush hours, in four 
coaches, three being equipped 
with motors, and one a trailer. 
There is one first-class compart- 
ment in the trailer, to seat 16 
pepple with 73 standing. 

While. the train was being 
built, a new roadway had to be 
laid. The most difficult ‘of the 
Paris underground lines was 
chosen, No. 11 from the Chatelet 
(opposite the Island of the City, 
where Paris was born) to the 
Lilas Town Holl, in order that 
the effect of steep grades and 
numerous sharp curves could be 
fully tested. The new track is in 
wood, a fact which might com- 
fort the Canadian street-builders 
of horse-and-carriage days who 
insisted that weod blocks were 
the ideal material. 

The wood used is a form of 
teak grown in the Cameroon, 
known as azobe, remarkable for 
its homogeneity and durability 
The azobe strip, about a foot 
wide, is embedded in prestressed 
concrete. This concrete base 
steps down on the inside of the 
track, on both sides, to take a 
steel rail which comes into use 
on only two oecasions: first, if a 


tire goes flat, when a small steel © 


wheel normally a couple of 
inches up in the air comes down 
and takes the weight of that part 
of the car on to the steel rail; 
and second, when passing through 
switches. 

_ In going through switches, the 
whee] flanges take over the task 
ef guiding the car, ordinarily the 
work-of small pneumatic tires 
which stick out at the sides and 
bear against a guiding strip, just 
above the roadway, on each side 

Thé trains are driven by elec- 
tricity, as are the other Metro 
trains, picked up from the side 
strip and returned through the 
auxiliary steel rail. Each car is 

#9 feet long and 7-8 feet wide, 
supported by two bogies, each

with two axles; thus there are 
eight pneumatie tires to each 
coach. \ 


The first train uses two 130 
h.p. motors to each driving 
\coach, coupled in series and then 
‘fn parallel, contrdjled by an 
electric camshaft for ‘both driv- 
ing and braking. As braking 
begin and ends, electric braking 
is combined with air braking 
through an electro-valve. z 

The durability of tires for 
train work had been tested for 
24 years, the first rubber-tired 
railcars having been put into 
operation in France in 1932. 
These tires, however were used 
directly on the steel rails; and 
although there were great ad- 
vantages from many points of 
view, their use has gradually 
dropped. 

The famous Paris-Strasbourg 

Express on rubber tires went 
out of service in 1954; and the 
only remaining rubber-tired ex- 
press in France, Paris-Basle, will 
stop running before the end of 
1956. 
Tests made’ so far have proved 
that the present tire will \last 
125,000 miles before it’ has to 
be retreaded, when running on 
the teak roadway. With the metal 
gauze construction of the body of 
the tire, it is possible to retread 
four times. 

As an experiment, one wheel 
of the test car which was used 
for two years was locked tight 
and then dragged for 1,640 feet 
at 28 mph. At the point of 


contact the rubber was burned 
away through the first metal 
gauze layer, ‘but three layers 


remained. The smell of burning 
rubber was sufficient to warn 
train and station staff. 


Rubbish Causes

Rubbish—7u ou tons of it—is 
causing a stink in Mexico City, 
in more ways than one. For fif- « 
teen years this rubbish has piled 
up in mountains on the land of 
three Mexican citizens. But now 
the city authorities want to take 
it away and bury it, the land- 
owners are appealing to the 
courts to stop them for they say 
the rubbish is rightfully theirs. 
It may sound like nonsense — 
but it’s true! 

In the past Mexico City refuse 
has been unhygienically piled up 
in.outlying districts such as Az- 
capotzalco. But as.the city ex- 
pands and homes and schools are 
built in the area, the city fathers 
have decided that waste matter 
should be*buried in pits farther 
out instead of being left exposed. 

Notice was served on the joint 
land-owners that these moun- 
tains of refuse would be remov- 
ed. Mit the landowners, highly 
indignant, took the cass *> court. 
They explained that the only 
reason they allowed the govern- 
ment to use their ground for 
dumping was that the refuse, as 
it decayed through the years, 
would become suitable for fer- 

. tilizer. : 

Now, after fifteen years of pa- 
tient waiting, the land-owners 
claim they have at least 70,000 
tons of humus refuse.-They say 
that the city authorities, by re- 
moving the dumps, would be de- 
priving them of their livelihood. 

Meanwhile, until the case is 
decided, residents of the area get 
watts of nauseating smells every 
time a strong wind blows up.

Austen Butler, Britain's new 
deputy Prime Minister, is the 
man on whom all the weight of 
decision rests in the critical 
weeks ahead. 
He ‘ofice said he liked nothing 
better than to stand on the 
brdige of a ship in a storm. He 
has his wish. He’s on the bridge, 
and the storm over Suez and 
deteriorating. Anglo - American 
relations is of gale force. 
- §$Sir Anthony Eden, of course, 
remains Prime Minister even 
while in sick bay on the island 
of Jamaica. He continues to 
sign important papers, and to 
communicate daily with Butler 
and Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd, 

But Butler, on the vital spot, 
will be the one who ultimately 
decides when and under what 
conditions British troops, may 
pull out of Suez. He will say, 
too, what arrangements for 
clearing the blocked Suez Canal 
Britain will accept. 


And Butler likewise is the 
‘man who must preside over 
efforts to rebuild the crumbling 
Anglo-American alliance. Latest 
reports indicate that at some 
diplomatic levels almost no con- 
tact exists between British and. 
U.S. representatives. A third of 
Britain’s dominant Conservative 
Party openly assailed America’s 
attitude towards British Middle 
Eastern moves. 


Saddled suddenly with these 
burdens, Butler behaves as if 
he hadn’t a care in the world. 
In a recent House of Commons 
appearance he was full of 
bounce, reminding onlookers 
that at 53 he.is Eden's junior by 
six years and a comparative 
youngster alongside 62-year-old 
Harold MacMillan, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 


In Commons, Butler’s Cabin- 
et colleagues can be seen 
slumped on the front bench, 
‘their faces ashen from lack of 
sleep. By contrast Butler ex- 
udes good health, his face pink 
and glowing as if he had just 
stepped from a shaving lotion 
advertisement. 

The Manchester Guardian 
called his performance “breath- 
taking” in the Commons debate 
on troop. withdrawals from 


Suez, It added: “If, well illus- 
trates the nerve with which the 
man met a situation full of dan-

ger to his government, not to 
mention its vital importance to 
the country.” ‘ 


Butler’s brains are generally 
credited with turning the Con- 
servative defeat of 1945 into the 
electoral victories of 1951 and 
1955. After the 1945 verdict, he 
took command of the party's 
policy committee, 
revamping Conservative pro- 
grams to win acceptability from 
a majority of the voters. 

Said a Tory MP. recently: 

“Tf Butler had not existed af- 
ter the war, we would have had 
to invent him or stay out of 
office for the next 20 years.” 

In his five-year tour of duty 
as chancellor of the exchequer: 
Butler was an outstanding hit. 
He learned how to sugar-coat

Pro-Eden forces have round- 
ly assailed him for his moderate 
stand on the Suez crisis. 
Churchill’s son, Randolph, des- 
cribed Butler recently asa 
“man of many _ indiscretion’.” 
Lord Beaverbrook’s Sunday Ex- 
press demanded at one point 
that he “proclaim publicly his 
absolute loyalty to his leader.” 

When Butler at length did 
throw his support behind Eden, 
the general view was that. it 
had earned him about as much 
political credit among ‘true-blue 
Tories as Indian Prifhe Minister 
Nehru’s belated condemnation 
of Rusgia’s assault on Hungary 
gained for him in . Western 
capitals. 

Angus Maude, one of the so- 
called “Suez rebels” among the 
Conservatives, left no doubt he 
had Butler in mind when he 
said not long ago: “The Con- 
servative Party will be rent by 
a massivearevolt .. 
ernment ithdraws our troops 
from Egypt on anything lik® Use 
terms agreed between Nasser 
and Mr. Hammarskjold.” 

Some of Butler’s differences 
with his party arise from the 
fact, too, that he is the gifted 
amateur in a company of pro- 
fessionals;.even though he -has 
sat in Commons for 27 years 
and held government jobs for 
17. 

His inherited wealth has en- 
abled him to take a detached 
view denied others who depend 
on politics for a _ livelihood.

The annual Agricultural Con- 
ference was held in Ottaw. De- 
cember 3-5, 1956. Representa- 
tives of Federal and Provincial 
Governments and = delegates 
from farmers’ organizations re- 
viewed the agricultural  situ- 
ation and discussed the outlook 
for 1957, Some of the high- 
lights of the outlook as pre- 
sented below may be an aid to 
farmers .- in planning their 
operations for 1957. 


Agricultural Trade Situation 


The current high level of eco- 
nomic activity in the industrial- 
ized countries of the world 
seems likely to continue well 
into 1957. Demand is expected 
to remain strong throughout 
most countries of: the world, 
which will keep production and 
investment at a high level. This 
should have 4a ‘swpporting | in- 
fluence on the demand for egri- 
cultural products. It appears 
that the decline in agricultural 
prices of the past few years may 
have levelled out in the latter 
months of 1956, and it seems 
unlikely fhat there will-be any 
further decline in the general 
level of farm prices in 1957. 

Economic developments in the 
past year are encouraging to the 
outlook for trade in agricul- 
tural products. There has been 
a general improvement in the 
international balance of pay- 
ments situation and a number 
of countries have increased 
their gold and dollar holdings. 
Another encouraging factor has 
been the introduction in various 
countries of more flexible fiscal 
and monetary policies. Western 
Europe. has introduced some 
measures helpful to trade with 
the dollar area. Under the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. Canada obtained conces- 
sions in the United States tariff 
on several agricultural prod-

Farm Labour 

Labour requirements in agri- 
culture will continue to exceed 
the -available supply. Labour 
shortages will continue the year 
round in Jeimying and _ stock 
farming while fh other parts 
of agriculture additional work- 
ers will be needed only during 
the spring and late sumnier 
months. The necessity for or- 
ganized labour movements 
within and between provinces 
will be greater than ever. 
Grains and Feeds 
Generally, good crops 
harvested throughout Canada 
in 1956, although excessive rain 
and early frosts lowered the 
quality in many areas.In West- 
ern Canada the almost unbrok- 
en series of bumper yields again 
has resulted in a shortage of 
space in country and terminal 
elevators. Supplies of grain for 
livestock feeding are consider- 
ably larger than expected re- 
quirements, but roughages, al- 
though adequate for a normal 
feeding season, are somewhat 
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below the quality of a year 
earlier. 

World production of wheat in 
the 1956-57 crop year, which 
preliminary estimates place at 
7.5 billion bushels, is a record. 
Stocks available for export and 
carryover held by the four ma- 
jor wheat exporters in the fall - 
of 1956, estimated at 2.3 bil- 
lion bushels, were only slightly 
higher than a year earlier. 
Higher levels of economic ac- 
tivity throughout .the world, 
smaller crops in Europe, and 
continuing efforts of govern- 
ments in some countries, to im- 
prove nutritional standards 
should have a sustaining effect 
on export movements. 


Total supplies of Canadian 
wheat for 1956-57 are estimated 
at 1,075 million bushels, con- 
sisting of the July 31, 1956 
carryover of 537 million and the 
new crop of 538 million.

The increase in this year’s 
supplies ‘results mainly from a 
larger carryover and substan- 
tially greater outurns of oats 
and barley. The mixed grains 
crop is the largest on record 
and the corn crop, although be- 
low last year’s greatly exceeds 
the ten-year average, Livestock 
numbers are somewhat below 
a year earlier and feed re- 
quirements may be reduced 
slightly. The export market is 
expected to absorb more oats 
and barley during 1956-57 than 
last year. However, in view of 
the substantially greate: do- 
mestic supplies, and despite the 
anticipated increase in exports 
¢oupied witn continued heavy 
domestic requirements, it is 
probable that carryover stocks 
of oats and barley at July 31, 
1957 will exceed the July 31, 
1956 level by a fair margin. 


Given an average barn-feed- 
ing season, generally adequate 
supplies of fodder and the ma- 
jor feed supplements are indi- 
cated for the current crop year. 
Production of tame hay was 
slightly below a year earlier, 
and the quality is somewhat be- 
low average. Pastures continued 
to provide feed for an extend- 
ed ‘period in Eastern Canada 
which tends to stretch out the 


available winter feed suppliés:. 
although ~ 


In Western Canada, 
supplies are generally adequete, 
the margin of reserves in rela- 
tion to cattle numbers is con- 
sidered‘to be narrow. Supplies 
of millfeeds and high ‘protein 
supplements of both vegetable 
and animal origin will likely be 
adequate for requirements.

quently, the buzzing of the chain saw 
is in the hands of some one hired by 
the hour. The owner of the woodlot 
may not even be working with the 
operator, so the selection of trees to 
be cut is left to someone who has no 
direct interest in the future of the 
stand. . 

If at all possible, the owner should 
do his own cutting as this will give 
him the opportunity to study the 
Stand and leave it in productive con- 
dition. Too often the attitude is how, 
many trees are big enough to make 
a tie or pulpwood. The woodlot 
manager should be looking ahead for 
sawlog material, leaving the healthy 
pole-sized trees spaced out by 
thinning to develop rapidly into more 
valuable logs of large ‘diameter. 
Wages paid out on bush work are high 
so that adds to the returms if the 
owner can do most of his own work. 

When it is impossible to do this, 
the next best arrangement would be 
to mark the trees to be cut and obtain 
the services of an operator who would

HAPPY DAYS ARE HERE AGAIN 
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Hich ‘Salaries For “Low” Jobs 


Under “Help Wanted, Male,” a 
Toronto newspaper recently car- 
ricd a classified advertisement 
for “young men,” 16 to 18 years 
of age, to act as “truck helpers.” 
No particular education or skill 
was required. No previaus ex- 
perience of any kind was neces- 
sary, The job paid $40 for a 35- 
hour week to start, with time and 
one-half for overtinte. * 

The boy who took one of these 
jobs would be earning, before 
overtime, only $29 a week ‘less 
than a policeman does,tonly $26 
a week less than a fireman does, 
and only $14 a week less than a 
public school teacher does, when 
they begin work in Toronto, Yet 
all of these othegs put in a con- 
siderably longer week than the 
truck helper would. And if the 
boy chose to work overtime he 
could—as truck helpers are doing 
—raise his wages by $20 or $25 
a week, He could thus be making 
substantially more than a teach- 
er; approximately as much as a 
policeman or fireman. 


Under “Help Wanted, Female,” 
there was another advertisement 
offering $222 a month to young 
girls who could type 40 words per 
minute (somewhat less than the 
average for experienced typists) 
and were prepared to take tele- 
graph messages over the phone. 
Practically next door to it was an 
advertisement offering a regis- 
tered nurse with operating room 
experience the “high salary” of 
$287 a month. 


Thé truck helper’s job and the 
te lephone recorder’s job are by 
no means, exceptional examples 
of high wages being offered and 
paid for inexperienced labor. At 
the Ford Motor Company plant 
in Oakville, a mail boy, with 
junior matriculation or its equi- 
valent, ean earn between $50 and 
$60 a week to start. If he is 
willing to work in the plant he 
can earn more than that. (And 
not just at Ford, but at almost 


-_ 


every major factory in and 
around this. city.) 
At Bell Telephone, operators 


start at something like $38 a 
week but, because of shift work, 
they average $42.50. Railways 
will hire unskilled boys for about 
$44 to be mechanical apprentices, 
and will promise them increases 
every year. 

High Schools report that after 
four years there (and often after 
only two) students take jobs‘ 
which pay an average wage of 
between $40 and $55. For part- 
time work last summer, students 
were earning an estimated aver- 
age of $47.50 a.week. Further- 
more, anyone who is willing to 
deliver telegrams in Toronto can 
make 85 cents an hour to start, 
and can put in as many days’ 
work as he likes-—this in a job 
which asks no other qualification 
these days than that the employee 
can walk. ; 

It is not many years since ‘sha 
such as these were paying—and 
youngsters who took them were 
accepting—sums like $10 a week 
(during She depression) and $15 
a week (during the first years of 
the war). The 1941 census reports 
that in June of that year, the 
bulk of workers in Ontario aged 
14 to 19 were earning less than 
$450 annually, and the bulk of 
those aged 20 to 24 were earning 
less than $950. So it is safe to 
say that earnings of unskilled 
high school graduates (and non- 
graduates) have almost tripled 
in the past 15 years—-years during 
which the average wages of all 
Ontarlo workers did little more 
double. 

The factors behind this extra- 
ordinary rise in prices paid for 
adolescent labor appear to be 
purely economle ones. Canada’s 
expanding economy is today 
creating more new jobs, at a 
faster rate, than ever before. This 
alone would be sufficient reason 
for an acute shortage of man- 


power of every kind. But coupled. 


with it is the declining birth rate 
of 16 to 20 years ago which is 
acting to create, now, an abnor- 
mally acute shortage of new 
recruits for the labor force. 
At the same time that the sup- 


“wants, is 


ply of young workers is unusual- 
ly small, the amount of work 
being assigned to their particular 
group is unsually large. Earlier 
retirement, for one thing, is tend- 
ing to lower the average age of 
the whole working force. Pen- 
sion plans, for another, are tend- 
ing to make it difficult to engage 
anyone but the very young and 
the very old. These, together 
with the scarcity of manpower 
in general ~and of skilled man- 


- power in particllar—are forcing 


the employer to cut age, skill and 
experience requirements for his 
workers, thus upgrading them 
into jobs which they, in the past, 
would have been thought unable 
to handle. And through it all, 
automation is busy making work 
easier and easier to do. So today 
the jobs which are open to young, 
inexperienced people are more 
varied and numerous than they 
have been in years~and more 
remunerative and attractive than 
they have been at any time. 

Yet even at that, even at $40 
and $50 and $60 a week, even 
with requirements lowered al- 
most to the point of inefficiency, 
companies which hire young 
people in quantity report that 
they are continually short of 
them. One telegraph company 
says it would hire a dozen boys 
and girls on the spot, if it could 
find them. Another firm, ready 
to hire. about 100 girls, ready to 
pay them about $40 a week, ready 
to accept them with four years 
less..schooling than it really 
unable to meet tts 
quota,

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BRITONS SEEK NEW LIFE 
QUEUE UP FOR CANADA 


‘Britain's “panic surge” of emigra- 
thon to Canada is continuing strongly. 
Cloncern is beginning to be felt about 
the pressure on facilities. 

Britons determined to seek a new 
life in Canada now are lining up for 
medical examinations at the rate of 
$000 a week. If the rush continues, 
there will be far too many intending 
emigrants for the amount of trans- 
port available. 

The upsurge of interest in Canada, 
coinciding with developments in the 
Middle East, must be attributed to a 
feeling among ordinary 
Britone that future chances are 
brighter in Canada. But by no means 
all of the applicants, of questioned, 
will say,it is all due to Suez. 

“T've Sean thinking about going 
for years,” one man commented. 
“Suex was just the last straw.” 

About 5,000 queued outside the 
Canadian immigration offices in 
Mayfair. The line stretched four 
abreast, more than 100 yards. 

If the present flow continues and 
clearances are given on the basis of 
present regulations, the number leav- 
ing will approach 300,000 annually. 
‘This compares with the 50,000-odd 
which can be handled by existing air 
and sea facilities. 


British emigration to Canada in | 


1956 probably totalled 45,000 on the 
basis of tentative estimates, compared 
with 30,000 in 1955. 

The Daily Telegram quotes a 
Canadian official as saying, “We are 
approaching the point of saturation. 
It is becoming a national issue.” 

Two weeks ago, many Canadian 
officials here felt the Suez rush was 
artificial, and would quickly peter out. 
Now it is felt that the “panic surge” 
may be of a permanent nature, calling 
perhaps for a re-assessment of policy. 

Apart from worries about lack of 
transportation there is considerable 
satisfaction at the type of emigrant 
storming the doors of the Mayfair 
office. School teachers, nurses, clergy- 
men and skilled workers are well re- 
presented in the group. All of these 
categories, with the possible exception 
of some skilled workers, are paid 
much less in Britain than they are 
likely to receive in Canada. 


Canada has received favorable 
publicity here recently. They have 
been lengthy feattwe stories in 


British newspapers on the pros and 
cons of emigration and the aftermath 
of Suez has led to some anxious 
calculations about Britain's future 
place in the world. 

Some feel that Suez has shown that 
the United Kingdom has toppled in a 


single stroke, from the position of 


pre-eminence she has held over the 


centuries. Others argue that the 
opportunities are still as great as 
ever.

In releasing pine reproduction, the 
overtopping brush is sprayed when in 
full leaf. Winthin afew days the 
leaves wilt, then die, permitting the 
sunlight to reach the pine. The pine 
being resistant to the spray. puts on 
rapid height growth and soon over- 
tops the brush. More than one treat- 
ment may be necessary, depending on 
the type of brush encountered. 
~As the pine grows older, the shad- 
ing effect of overtopping hardwoods 
will often slow down the growth rate 
of the pine considerably. In such 
circumstances the herbicides are used 
effectively’ against the hardwoods to 
open up the stand. 

Two mthods are used to kill the un- 
desirable trees. In one the base of the 
tree is thoroughly wetted with the 
hormone and in others the tree is 
girdled or partly girdled and the 
poison applied to the opening in the 
bark. 

More detailed studies need to be 
made before the full story of hormone 
sprays can be told, but from in-

Queen Joanna, second wife of 
Henry IV, was a widow with 
— children when he married 


Her life had been exceptionally 
hard and only with Henry was 
she ever to know happiness and 
security. As Princess Joanna of 
Navarre much of her childhood 
was spent in a prison in Paris — 
because she was the daughter of 
the ill-famed Charles the Bad 
who, it was said, practised Black 
Magic and put to terrible use 
his knowledge of secret poisons. 

After years of hardship the 
young princess was released, and 
when the old Duke of Bretagne 
offered to marry her she ac- 


_ cepted. 


Joanna bore him nine children. 
Then one day a visitor arrived 
from England. It was Henry 
Bolingbroke who had been 
banished by Richard IZ. When 
Henry saw the beautiful young 
mother with her fair hair and 
eyes of forget-me-not blue; the

er. 


As for Joanna, Henry's hand- 
@ome face, charming manners 
and witty conversation enthral- 
led her. She persuaded her hus- 
band to-help Henry with ships, 
money ahd an army so that he 
could return to England and 
wrest the throne from Richard. 


In a few months the old duke 
died and she was free. Henry, 
now king of England, sent hér a 
message at once, and Joanna 
came to England to be his bride. 
Within three weeks she was 
crowned at Westminster. 


For twelve years they lived 
happily together, her only grief 
being the separation from her 
children whom she had to leave 
behind in France. They were, 
however, brought over to sce her 
at intervals. 


As Henry’s son by his first 
wife grew up, he began to show 
antagonism towards Joanna, and 
this caused some unpleasantness 
between the prince and his fa- 
ther.

Quinine Tablets Better Than Cash 


On primitive New Guinea, in 
the Pacific, there are whites 
whose job it is to recruit native 
labour, mainly for the planta- 
tions, 


One of the most successful 
was “Captain” Bill Stower, a 
thin, dark, wiry fellow who'd 
been a juggler and stage. magi- 
cian. He got recruits by sleight- 
of-hand tricks such as picking 
shillings out of the sand and 
producing eggs from natives’ 
ears. 


Once he obtained twenty for 
a bottle of quinine tablets for, 
in pre-fridge days, the missions 
found that Communion wafers 
wouldn’t keep in the coastal 
tropics, so used quinine tablets 
instead, 


Quinine brings on a “buzzing” 
in the ears, and native com- 
municants came to regard it as 
high state of holiness. “The 
more their ears buzzed,” said 
Bill, “the fuller they reckoned 
they were of the Holy Ghost.” 


Finding that the headman of 
the village from which he 
wanted recruits was a zealous 
mission convert and communi- 
cant, he got him to induce 
twenty “boys” to sign on in re- 
turn for the bottle of quinine 
teblet, which would raise him 
to an unparalleled state of holi- 
ness, “I shouldn’t be surprised 
if his ears are still buzzing,” Bill 
told j@nalist explorer Colin 
Simpson, who recounts fis trae 
vels through Melanesia in his 


book “Island of Men.” 


Once Bill took his lugger 
across to the island of Wogeo, 
for native copra, but couldn't 
get the islanders to. sell him a 
single bag; they'd collected it, 
they said, for the mission — it 
was all “copra bilong Jesu.” 

That gave Bill an idea. He 
went away, had his lugger 
painted white with palm fronds 
tied to the rigging, put on a 
new crew, and then sailed back 
to Wogeo, timing his arrival for 
nightfall: When the villagers 
rose in the morning they saw 
the white, decorated lugger, and 
a venerable, bearded figure 
robed in white walking up and 
down the beach, reading from 
a large book which could have 
been a Bible; followed by his 
crew singing hymns. 

Who was he? The crew said 
he was a very holy man. Where 
did he come from? From place 
bilong Jesu. Why had he come? 
To take to Jesu the copra that 
had been collected for Him. So 
the good people of Wogeo load- 
ed the mission copra on to the 
lugger, sang a farewell hymn 
to him, waved palm branches 
from the shore until she cleared 
the island, and were still wav- 
ing when Bill went below to 
get the sheet and false beard 
off and open a bottle of rum. 

But it’s not only traders who 
use religion to exploit the na- 
tives. Even some missions are 
guilty of getting gullible ad- 
herents by preaching of the 
hell-fire in sture for those who 
don’t do as the mission says they 
should 


The wealth and influence of 
New Guinea missions often 
amazes travellers who shave 
never thought of missionaries 
as big business men, running 
profitable copra plantations. It 
used not to be unusual to come 
across*urms with names like 
“Catholic Mission of the Holy 
Ghost, Ltd.” 

A seaman nearly caused a 
riot some years ago when he 
told native mission workers, 
slaving away from dawn to dark 
for a monthly ware of one 
shilling, that non-mission plan- 


tations were paying ten shill- 


* Cc 


ings a month for much shorter 
hours, 

When a worried bishop and 
older fathers had the man con- 
fined to his ship for “putting 
bad ideas into the heads of our 
children,” the natives swarmed 
aboard after dark to hear more 
about the outside world where 
Christians were not obliged to 
work for one shilling a month. 

Bluey Ireland, another note- 
worthy labour recruiter men- 
tioned in Colin Simpson's book, 
wore — to impress the natives 
wore — to impress the natives 
with “Bluey” embroidered dia- 
gonally in red across the front 
and “Ireland” across the back. 
His red hair gave him a cer- 
tain prestige, and on arriving at 


~a Sepik village he never cover- - 


ed it until he met the headman. 
Then he put on a black silk 
crush opera hat, popping the 
crown as he did so. 

“The kanakas like it,” he used 
to say. “You pay 'em the com- 
pliment of puttin’ on y'best rig- 
out when you go to their places 
— they appreciate that. Nobody 
gets as many recruits as I do.” 

When he was recruiting for 
the copra plantations taken over 
from the Germans and managed 
by the Expropriation Board in 
Rabaul, a headman said he'd get 
him two recruits if Bluey would 
give him a dog and a cat, for 
the Sepik people are very fond 
of them, both as pets and pro- 
tein, Bluey wrote to the Board: 
“Send 2,000 dogs, also~ 2,000 
cats.” When none wrrived he 
said to a pal: “A man gets we 
co-operation from those mugs 
in Rabaul!” 

On the island of Mer, Simp- 
son met a native police-serge- 
ant, Kaikai, who hated the idea 
of arresting anyone and.  put- 
ting him in jail. 

When the superintendent in- 
sisted that some miscreant be 
clapped into it, Kaikai demur- 
red: “Baba, man he get lonely 
in dat place,” then suggested 
that at least he arrest someone 
else, so that the prisoner would 
have company. “No!” said the 
superintendent. 

Whereupon Kaikai put the 
man in jail — and spent the 
night there with him for com- 
pany! 

Kaikai received $15 a) year, 
tobacco, and a uniform — but 
never wore the trousers, pre- 
ferring a lava-lava held up by 
a Boy Scout belt. 

He could read and write only 
with difficulty, but when Simp- 
son asked what he'd. like sent 
from Sydney he said: “Please, 
you send me book ‘bout da 
Law.” which he thought enor- 


mously. important. “Me | like 
know how  p'licerian  bilong 
Sydney he can tell when man 
drunk.” 

Simpson told him of two tests 
— walking a chalk line, and 
saying “British “Constitution.” 
He could hardly wait to spring 
the chalk line test on the next 
drunk, but after ‘trving “Brish- 
Brish-Con- Brishcon-toosh” on 
himself. he roared with lauph- 
ter, slapped his thicshs, rocked 
roHied and decided that by this 
test everyone on the island was 
hopelessi!y drunk’

During his talk, Mr. Timmins cited 
various instances in Hastings where 
his organization had been able to 
assist blind persons.

Taking Day Off 


A dignified man placed his 
hands on little Bernard Baruch’s 
head. His sensitive fingers felt 
the ridges and undulations. He 
turned to Barney’s mother “Ma- 
darn.” he said, “your son may be 
a fine classical scholar, but his 
head indicates that he is a finan- 
elal genius. Train him either for 
finance or politics.” 


That interview with the plhre- 


nologist sealed the fate of young 


Baruch. Today, at the age of 
eighty-five, he is one of the rich- 
est men in the world, his for- 


ty being estimated at up to 
$7500.00. 


At eleven he was stubby, fat 
and nicknamed “Bunch” by the 
lads in his street who ran their 
fingers up the back of his head 
as he passed. This riled him, but 
he took boxing lessons and lost 
both his fat and his quick tem- 
per, for it's easier to be calm 
when you can meet personal in- 
wults with a handy léft hook. 


So good was he with his hands 
that Bob Fitzsimmons, the fizht- 
er, advised him to take up box- 
ing as a profession. But as he 
could speak French and German 
fluently, and read Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew, he put hie name 
down for West Point. One deaf 
ear, however, prevented him 
from becoming a soldier. 

Then his mother remembered 
the phrenologist’s advice and got 
her son into a Wall Street firm 
where his job was to convert 
dollars into foreign currency 
Boon he could beat the calculator 
machines! 

As routine work irked him he 
trekked to Colorado and, during 
the summer of 1890, dug ore in 
a mine shaft. Then with his sav- 
ings he bought shares in an ad- 
Jacent,mine and thought he was 
on the road to riches. 

Put the ore was so bad» that 
the mine closed down and he 
lesson—never 
buy first and investigate later. 


That autumn, almost broke, he 
returned to Wall Street as a $5 
a week = broker’s clerk, filling 
Inkwells, running errands and 
studying the markets. He had 
such a brain for figures that 
other clerks found it saved ‘time 
4o ask him rather than Ivek up 
the answers. Unlike them, he 
pored over Jaw’ books, studied 
bookkeeping and became so use~ 
ful to his firm that soon he was 
earning five times his starting 
galary. 

Meanwhile, he had met a pret- 
ty girl, and asked his boss to 
double his salary. “No,” was the 
answer, “but will you accept a 
junior partnership instead, whicli 
on last year’s figures means at 
least $30 a week?” Baruch ac- 
cepted—it was a good wage in 
those days. 

Later, with an inborn shrewd- 
ness and intuition, he calculated 
that the U.S. Congress would not 
eut the sugar tariff; he gambled 
on it and made $100,000. With 
$95,000 he bought a seat on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


Next year, while holidaying in 


' New Jersey, his partner ‘phoned 


to say that Commodore Schley 
had destroyed the Spanish fleet 
at Santiago Bay. The market was 
¢losed, for it was the long week- 
end of July 4th, and he knew 
that when business began it 
would go mad. So he hired a 
locomotive and a single coach 
and dashed to New York. As the 
@ffice was locked, he lifted his 
@on through a small window to 
let him in from the inside. 


Then he telephoned the tip to

‘Once, Baruch made a lot of 
money by accident. It was when 
big financiers were fighting-for 
contro! of Northern Pacific Rail- 
road.

Fascination Of 
Deep Sea Shells 


IT have often been asked, 
“What is the best time to collect 
shells?” There is no,“best” time 
anywhere. Shells are to be found 
at all seasons in all latitudes and 
as some species are-to be found 
at one season or even during a 
short period in one season; and 
are absent at other times, the 
collector should endeavor to hunt 
shells at all times. Very often 
some species of shell will be 
abundant for a day or two and 
‘then completely vanish. Neither 
is there any one stave to the tide 
which is the “best” for collect- 
ing, Some shells are to be found 
only at low tide, others at high 
tide, others et the turns of the 
tides. ‘ 


Also, many species of shells 
are nocturnal and only appear 
very early in the morning be- 
fore. they have hidden away, or 
late in the afternoon when they 
begin to come forth from their 
hiding places. 


Tf you are lucky enough to live 
within reach of the shore, or 
spend your summers by the sea, 
or go to Florida, the West Indies 
or California or some. other 
warm place for the winter, you 
will find the “shelling” is a most 
fascinating occupation. 

A great many shells live in the 
short, dense sea grass that car- 
pets many mud flats and shelly, 
gandy bottoms. Here is where 
you will find the ark shells or 
blood. clams, many species of 
periwinkles and Naticas, a num- 
per of nice bi-valve shells, and 
if you are collecting In a locality 
where they occur, Murex -and 
Cymatium, as well as the 
Astraeas or star shells, the dial 
shells, and if you are lucky, the 
strange carrier shells already 
described. : 

A great many desirable species 
of chells rarely venture into shoal 
water but inlbit the sea at 
depths from one to hundreds of 
fathoms. Of course it is quite 
out of the question for the or- 
dinary collector to capture these 
very deep-water shells, for 
heavy dredging equipment and a 
good-sized vessel are needed to 
accomplish this. But it is a fairly 
epsy and not an expensive un- 
dertaking to drédge in moderate 
depths of from ten to twelve feet 
io forty or even one hundred 


feet, and a vast number of shells - 


inhabit these depths both in the 
north and in the south. 

But if you really love shells 
or are interested in them and are 
serious about making a shell col- 
lection, you will not mind the 
drudgery, time, and patience 
necessary. In fact you will come 
to enjoy the work, for there 
really is an immense amount.of 
satisfaction in seeing. the dirty, 
unattractive - looking shells, 
pathered here and there, and 
everywhere become transformed 
into lovely, colorful, clean speci- 
mens such as you see in the ex~- 
hibits in museums. From “Shell 
Collector’s Handbook,” by A.

Then you 
swines will pet your desserts ‘in 
fulit” ; 

During months of captivity— 
at Limoges, Fresnes, Ravensbruck 
and. clsewhere—Violette main- 
tained Witwmattitude of defiance. 
Questioned and ‘temtyred at the 
Gestapo H.Q. in Paris, "she stead- 
fastly refused to betray her Re- 
ristance colleagues. 

At Torgau prison labour camp 
she planned to escape with a 
masterkey that a man in the 
precision tools section made for 
her, but she was searched, and 
the key was found. Punishment: 
ten strokes and solitary confine- 
tnent 

At Koenigsburg, where shé 
had to fell trees and clear the 
ground for a new airfield, she 


endured three bleak winter 
months of privation, and often 
for owsubordination and  con- 


tempt was beaten and denied her 
geant rations 

Bventually, at Ravensbruck in 
February, 1945, she was taken 
out and shot in the back of the 
neck with two other prisoners— 
Lillian Rolfe and Danielle Wil- 
liams (real name Bloch) — by 
order of the German Secret. Po- 
lice. “All three were very brave 
and I was deeply moved,” said 
camp. commandant Schwarzhu- 
ber in a report made later uncer 
oath.

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Let’s Avoid Stress 


Too many executives, look 
upon life as the Norseman did 
wpon heaven: the time was, to 
be passed in daily battles, with 
magical healing of wounds. 

Everyone in our western civil- 
ization has to meet demands on. 
hie nervous energy that were 
mot made in former years. 


The farmer, looked upon as 
living the most tranquil of lives, 
has economic, social and politi- 
eal problems of which his grand- 
father was ignorant. The doc- 
tor and the lawyer have clients 
pressing at their office doors, 
and are conscious that others 
need them elsewhere. Teachers 
have the task of maintaining 
discipline in a brood more rest- 
less than ever before. Stenog- 
raphets, typing so many words 
a minute; operators of calwulat- 
ing and accounting machines, 
with an unending flow of papers 
to process; factory hands en- 
gaged in countless operations; 
bank tellers meeting the wants 
of customers with flawless ac- 
eturacy; everyone is working un- 
der conditions that strain. the 
physical, mental and emotional 
structure built during ages of 
evolution, 

Nor in our immediate envir- 
onment all that counts. From 
radio reports that accompany 
breakfast to the late night news 
we are under the pressure of 
baffling world difficulties. We 
mre exposed to tension, expect- 
Ing some new crisis. 


We need to take what precau- 
tions we can if we expect to 
keep mentally and physically 
fit: Our failure to do so will 
show itself with all its unfortu- 
nate consequences in the doctor’s 
office or a hospital bed. 

Keeping fit is not simply a 
matter of taking physical exer- 
cise, though that is important. 
It concerns both mind and body. 
It requires that we ease the 
stress of living. 

Dr. Hans Selye, Director of 
the Institute of Experimental 
Medicine and Surgery at the

University of Montreal, has put 
forward a concept of stress that 


has been, “the greatest 
single con’ ‘to the realm 
of biology. “gnedicine singe 
Pasteur.”

He suggests that every. di- 
sease, every accident and every 
emotional upset produces stress 
in the victim. The body becomes 
alarmed by the stress and tries 
to defend itself. The endocrine) 


glands pour out hormones, the .|-—~ 


heart beats faster, the liver in- 
creases its supply of glycogen, 
the blood pressure rises, and the 
activity of many internal organs 
is suspended so that their energy 
may be diverted to the external 
muscles. We, like our primitive 
ancestors, become tensed for 
fight or flight. 

Improper mental states can 
cause trouble in our physical 
make-up. A publication of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company says that fifty per cent 
of all people seeking medical at- 
tention are suffering from ail- 
ments brought about or made 
worse by such emotional factors 
as prolonged worry, anxiety, or 
fear.\In fact, out/of a thousand 
diseases described in a textbook. 
of medicine, it is said that emo-) 


tionally induced illness is as 
cémmon as all the other 999 put 
together. 


How we think has a definite 
effect on how we feel. We trans- 
late our woes from the language 
of the mind into the language of 
the body. 

Whatever we allow to affect 
our minds in the way of pain or 
pleasure, hope or fear, extends 
its influence to our hearts. Fin- 
ancial worries, a monotonous 
job, strain at the office, emo-~

Giant Conveyor Belt 
To Move A Mountain 


A high-speed conveyor system will_move a mountain two miles 
across a valley and drop it in GreatsSalt Lake, The conveyor, 
largest ever built in terms of ton-miles per hour, is ready to 
operate at Little Valley. It will carry 30 million tons of gravel 
fill to construct a 13-miile roadbed across the lake. The roadbed 
will replace a 52-year-old railroad trestle mounted on wooden 
piles. The 49-milliondollar project will be complete in 1960. 
The conveyor system consists of two main cross-country conveyor 
units plus;11 smaller ones, providing continuous flow from 
mountain to lake. Electric shovels gouge out gravel in eight- 
cubic-yard bites, It is trucked to a dumping station, dropped 
Into hoppers that feed the ¢onveyor. At conveyor’s end, gravel 
is transferred to a stacker capable of building a 250,000-ton 
storage pile 70 feet high. Under the storage pile are two 
72-inch wide, 600-feet-a-minute conveyors in tunnels. These

THE FARM FRONT 


President Eisenhower's recent

realize just how serious the situ- 
aiton is down there. So for your 
information I am passing along 
part of a dispatch from Boise 
City, Oklahoma, which will give 
you an idea.

Five years of extreme drought 
have Jeft an economic sear that 
threatens to become as lasting 
as the wind-gouged erosion of 
this’ normally fertile, produc- 
tive country. 

It is a natural disaster that has 
struck primarily at agriculture, 
But, like an octopus whipping its 
tentacles out and lashing at every- 
thing within reach, the economic 
disiocation -caused by the 
drought now threatens the un- 
derpinnings of this entire high 
plain, and even of the whole 
Great Plains area itself, some- 
thing like one-fifth of the area 
of the United States. 

Cattlomen, wheat growers, 
cotton farmers, sheep raisers all 
are facing economic ruin — ex- 
cept those fortunate few, a piti- 
fully small percentage, who hap- 
pen to be in position to tap un- 
derground sources of badly need- 
ed moisture or the few ‘river 
reservoirs built in the last two 
or three decades. by the federal 
government 

Mere.in this area are concen- 
trated the problems of the Great 
Plains, aggravated by a drought 
now in its sixth year. 

The air itself is dry. It’s the 
kind of atmosphere that keeps 
wood from rotting: It dries every- 
thing up. Houses which have 
stood as landmarks on the flat- 
lands for mote than a decade 
bear the marks of grinding sand 
blown from the earth’s surface 
by a wind that never stops. 

There is more than irony in 
names of landmarks, natural and 
man-made. Running Water 
Creek, which rises northwest of 
Clovis, doesn’t even show any 
permanency on the maps, where 
the broken line indicates a 
stream that disappears almost 
before it gets started. Old set- 
tlers along this stream don’t 
know where it got its name. 
Somebody had a bitter sense of 
humor.

gests;

But these people out here have 


courage, sympathy, determina- 
lion, and pride. 
It’s different from the dust 


bowl] days of the 1930's. There 
are no ling lines of jalopies, 
bearing families and their few 
possessions westward to Califor- 
nia. ; 

Wes Izzard, publisher of the 
Amarillo, Texas, News, . recalls 


those days. They were going west 
on Highway 66 by the thousands. 
Cities like Amarillo, as well as 
small towns, could do little more 
than give them a meal of hot 
soup, some bread, maybe a gal- 
lon of gasoline, a pat on the 
back, and send them on. 

The westward migration of 25 
years ago was by farm tenants 
from Texas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas,\ Mississippi. Not all were 
fleeing from the drought. They 
were trying to get out of an 
economic trap of falling farm 
prices, no markets for their pro- 
ducts, and climatie reverses. 

They tiad no pride af owner- 
ship. Few owned anything more 
than an fron bed, coal-oll stove, 
a Model T Ford, and a few 
clothes. All they had to do was 
te pile In the car and head west

“It -will take more than a 
drought to get them off,” said 
one local representative of the 
Farmers Home Administration.

“And there is a sympathetic 
understanding for each other’s 
problems The farmer who hap- 
pens to be lucky enough to have 
flowing wells for irrigation 
realizes that the dryland farmer 
is hitting some tough years caus- 
ed by conditions beyond his.con- 
trol. 

“And the farmer who can ir- 
rigate his crops knows that some 
where the cost of bringing that 
water up from deep in the 
ground is going to hit an econ- 
onic point beyond which there 
won't be any percentage in farm- 
ing. Then he, too, will be looking 
up at the skies, hoping those 
rain-bearing clouds get up here 
from the Gulf of Mexico just 
at the right time to run into a 
cold front nee south from 
Canada.” . o 

These pe ople” need help, but 
they don’t want charity. Most 
of them have have already mort- 
‘paged their farms to the hilt 
just to-take care of ordinnary 
running expenses. It costs money 
to buy sced year after year, put 
it in the ground, and watch it 
blow away without even svrout- 


‘ing, much less taking root. 
"Rites costs plenty to have to 


haul in hay @@ygrain year after 
year to feed the stock. Some of 
the biggest landowners in the 
country. have been selling off 
section after section, trying to 
keep themselves in business un- 
til the rains come. 

Local banks have done about 
ali they can to keep the econ- 
omy from going under. They 
have stretched their facilities to 
make loans. But bank loans are 
made only to farmers who can 
show they are pretty good risks. 
And nobody is a good risk if 
he can’t get moisture for his 
crops, or grass on the range for 
‘his stock.

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allowed to join the school when 
he had reached the age of seven 
years... . Shakespeare's class- 
room was long and narrow and 
timbered. There would be a 
desk for the schoolmaster and 
smaller desks, benches and 
forms for the scholars. For les- 
sons, Shakespeare would learn 
Latin, some arithmetic and a 
little Greek. English was not a 
school subject, but it is. interest- 
ing to record that’ it was a 
schoolmaster who was. alive 
when Shakespeare lived who 
first pleaded that the English 
language should be taught in 
school. 

We get a description of school 
life written in 1612 by John 
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Brinsley. Brinsley “was Head-

He wrote: Of school times, 
intermissions and_ recreations, 
the school time should begin at 
six; all who write Latin to make 
their exercises which were 
given overnight, in that hour be- 
fore seven. Thus they are to 
continue until nine... Then at 
nine, to let them have a quarter ° 
of an hour at least, or more, 
for intermission, either for 
breakfast ... for honest recrea- 
tion, or to prepare their exer- 
cises against the master’s com- 
ing in. After, each of them to 
be in his place in an instance, 
upon the knocking of the door, 
or some other sign; ... and so 
continue until eleven of the 
clock, or somewhat after, to 
countervail the time of the in- 
termission at nine. In the after-. 
noon: To being again all ready 
and in their places at one, in 
an instance: to continue until 
three, or half an hour after; then, 
to have another quarter of an 
hour or more, as at nine, .. . 
so to continue till half an hour 
after five; thereby in that half 
hour to countervail the time at 
three; then to end with reading 
a piece of a chapter, and with 
singing two staves of a Psalm; 
lastly with prayer to be used — 
by the master ... It was Roger| 
Aschan, who taught Queen Eli-° 
zabeth, who: pleaded: that chil- 
dren could be better taught, 
and learn better, if controlled 
by love and not by violence. 
Roger Aschan wrote: I do gladly 
agree with all good school mas- 
ters in these points: to have 
children brought to -good per- 
fectness in learning; to all 
honesty in manners: to have all 
faults rightly amended; to have 
every vice severely corrected.

Pilladdiction, or pillcoholism, 
has become a threat to the na- 
tleonal ro in Canada, second 

alcoholism, and more 
serious than addiction to nar- 
cdtics. 

It involves sleeping pills; bar- 
biturates; “happy” pills; and 
pepup pills or “bennies”, like 
benzedrine. 

The Depariment of Health 
and Welfare at Ottawa, aware 
of the growing problem of pill- 
addiction among Canadians, ad- 


mits it has no idea of its actual 


extent. 

Most medical doctors are in- 
creasingly aware of the dangers 
in over-prescribing sleeping, 
pep-up, tranquillizer pills, and 


barbiturates. Certainly, the doc- 


tors and manufacturers of the 
pills themselves, can not be 
blamed. 

Yet few Canadians realize the 
tiny white pills they take, to 
induce sleep, relax, or pep 
themselves up, can lead to 
broken health, failure in busi- 
ness life, an emotional crack- 
up — and sometimes death. 

Here are the few available 
facts about pilladdiction in Can- 
ada: 

Canadians are consuming 
more han 18 tons of bar- 
biturates, sleeping and tranquil- 
izer pills each year — enough to 
put every man, woman, and 
ehild in Canada asleep every 
night for one week. 

These pills and tablets kill 
more people each year than any 
poison. In Ontario, an estimated 
one-tenth of cases admitted to 
mental hospitals are pilladdicts. 
There are four times as many 
pilladdicts as opiate addicts, and 
one third as many pilladdicts as 
alcoholics, 

Some of the most’ authorita- 
tive information on the prob- 
lem comes from Dr. Robert 
Gordon Bell, head of the Bell 
Clinic in Willowdale, Ont. (a 
Toronto suburb), and a leading 
Canadian medical authority on 
addictions. 

“One tenth of my patients,” 
gays Dr. Bell, “have pill prob- 
lems. There is true addiction, 
and it is one of the most difficult 
addictions to treat clinically.” 

Dr. Bell has seen “three cases 
of addiction to pep-up tablets, 
which contain caffeine, codeine, 
phenacetin, and acetylsalicylic 
acid, and can be bought with- 
eut prescription for minor pains. 

In its issue of October, 1955, 
the Canadian Services Medical 
Journal tells of a 60-year-old 
war veteran, who went from 
a barbiturate to another non- 
prescription pill for relief, and 
ate up to 100 a day. 

This pilladdict saw “little 
men” running around the ceil- 
ing of his room when he had 


a “pill jag’ on, He once imag- 
ined the fire department came 
in through his window and put 
him in a coffin-like black box. 
He found that one or two bot- 


tles of beér “soothed him down’\ 


after the terrifying hallucina- 
tions brought on by essen 
tion., 

Sibus pills become ‘popular 
during the last war, when-flyers 
on long, hazardous night mis- 


sions used them to stay awake 


and alert. 
Probably partly due to these 
same night bombing runs, 


Atolph Hitler was well- known 
for» his addiction to “bennies”. 
He ate them constantly and 
worked all night. 

Following a crackdown by 
U.S. and Canadian health au- 
thorities, pep-up pills sold over 
the drugstore counter without 
prescription were weakened, and 
these milder. “bennies” are 
sfill used by many students 
cramming for examinations. 

The problem with these is 
that their strength increases in 
proportion to the number taken. 

No pills, in fact, that are sold 
without prescription are dan- 
gerous in thes-dosage recom- 


mended by the manufacturer =} 


nor aré stronger pills~ danger- / 


oys, as prescribed by your’ doc- 
tor, providing he is aware of the 
dangers of over-prescription, 

One of the sides to the prob- 
lem is the easy availability of 
many potentially dangerous 
types of pills. Some types of 
sleeping and tranquilizer pills 
are available without prescrip- 
tion — sold over the counter in 
drug stores. — 

A normal person can become 
a pilladdict in either of these 
ways: 

By taking pills to overcome 
some ailment, and developing a 
dependence on them, or a lik- 
ing for their effect. 

Not long ago, an Oshawa, 
Ont., man was convicted of forg- 
ing a doctor’s name to a pre- 
scription for barbiturates. The 
doctor testified in court that the 
man had been an alcoholic and 
had been treated with barbitu- 
rate drugs to overcome his ad- 
diction. He developed a new ad- 
diction to the barbiturate drugs 
that had been used to cure him. 

A Monreal woman complain- 
ed to her doctor she was highly 
strung and worries were play- 
ing havoe with her nerves. He 
prescribed tranquilizers. They 
gave her such a pleasant sense 
of relaxation, she clung to them, 
even when she had to double 
and finally ‘triple her initial 
dosage, to get the same results, 
Finally, she began getting pre- 
scription from two or three doc- 
tors; she ended up saving’ her 
pills for weeks to go on a real 
“binge”. 

“Most addicts,” says Dr. J. D. 
Armstrong, psychiatrist et Tor- 
ento’s Brookside Clinic, “are 
people unable to face life's 
problems. They need help to 
meet difficulties in their work, 
in family relationships. They 
find that ‘crutch’ In pills. 

“Most pilladicts aré bored 
women, whose families have 
grown up and no longer need 
them; tired women; women who 
long for a social life they can’t 
have.” ‘ 

There is no simple “solution to 
the growing problem of pill- 
addiction among Canadians. To 
begin with, the pills are a use- 
ful, necessary part of medical 
care, properly prescribed and

taken as directed, It would be 
senseless to eliminate the good 
they accomplish because of the 
dangers in their misuse. 


Dr. Bell and Dr; Anderson say 
a thorough study should be 
made to determine the extent 
of the problem in Canada; and 
that clinics should be establish- 
ed to treat the pilladdict. 


Dr. Beéll, at his clinic, has seen 
the final results of “tranquil- 
izers’ administered without 
competent supervision. 


“Pilladdicts are more diffi- 
cult to treat than alcholics,” 
says he —- describing them as 
stupified zombies. “They can’t 
immediately be cut off the drug, 
without the likelihood of con- 
vulsions or delirium tremens. 


Some addicts are so bad, they 
can’t walk past 
window, says Dr. Bell, without 
stopping and staring in fascina- 
tion — like an alcoholic in front 
of a shelf of liquor. — By Fred 
Edge in “Liberty” Magazine. 


Real Revolution 
In Rubber-Making 


Although many usable sub- 
stitutes for rubber have been 
made in recent years it is not un- 
synthetically. Now it has: been 
able to make “natural” rubber 
synthetically. Now ithas been 
done by Firestone Rubber scien- 
tists. According to a report. in 
the Scientific Amefican the in- 
gredients of the synthetic cow 
sist of isoprene, a liquid that can 
be derived from a number of 
substances, and the metal, lith- 
jum. Upon being heated to 104 
degrees Fahrenheit in the pres- 
ence of lithium, isoprene is 
changed from liquid to natural 
rubber. 

Like many other dicoveries 
this one was built on earlier 
studies. Back in 1879 a French- 
man named G. Bouchardat heat- 
ed natural rubber to a high 
temperature and, obtained a vo 
latile liquid called isoprene. He 
conceived the idea that isoprene 
might be a chemical building 
stone of rubber, which indeed 
it turned out to be. Between 1909 
and 1912 isoprene was synthes- 
ized in Germany and used as the 
basis for synthetic rubber pro- 
duction. Since then an immense 
variety .of “elastomers” have 
been synthesized, some with 
qualities that far surpass natural 
rubber in special applications. 
Some substitutes have tensile 
strength of 11,000 pounds per 
square inch compared with 4,500 
in natural rubber. 

One remarkable synthetic rub- 
ber that promises to revolution- 
ize the tire industry is made from 
a chemical called polyurethane. 
Its chief use at present is as foam 
rubber for upholstery, mattres 
ses and insulation. With further 
development. this rubber will 
make excellent tire treads giving 
109,000 miles wear, outlasting 
most cars. It will be available In 
any color because carbon black, 
essential for adding toughness 
to natural rtibber, will not be 
required, Tires made of it may 


even not require fabric 

Considering this and other 
develdpment it seems more 
and -more likely that the 
man and the jacked-up car 
by the side of the road’ 
will become a rarer and 
rarer sight. There was a. time 
within the memory of many 
when a trip to the country was 
gure to call for at least one tire 
change, perhans more. Tires are 
getting tougher and = tougher 
with the promise that soon the 
jack will be outmoded eocuip 
ment in any car. — Hartford 
Courant.

Whaling Days 


Scrimshaw may sound like the 
name of a Scotland Yard detec- 


tive or a character in a Dickens © 


novel, but it is neither. It is 
the lost art of making pictures 
on a sperm: whale’s teeth or 
lower jawbone, or of carving 
useful or merely decorative ob- 
jects from these. The activity is 
often referred to as “scrim- 
shanderifig.” Where the words 
came from, nobody knows . . 
During the second dog-watch 
of the cruises that sometimes 
lasted two or three years, the 
tars were given leisure to sing 
chanteys, to jig, spin yarns, do 


their mending, play dominoes or 


chess, get out their fiddles or 


flutes, or open their jack-knives - 


and do some scrimshaw carving 
or engraving. The long lonely 
voyage brought forth a crop of 
objects carved in the round — 
spoons, jagging wheels for cut- 
ting pie crusts, imitation chairs 
and lengths of rope... cane- 
heads, walking sticks, doll beds, 
miniature whales and vessels, 
chessmen, dominoes, toys, and 
vases. Or they “scratched” on 
the surface of the teeth or lower 
jawbone, pictures ingpired by 
thrilling whaling scenes, Godey 
fashion illustrations, historic and 
patriotic engravings, and also 
memories of their homes, vil- 
lages and families. They copied, 
or else they depended solely on 
memory, imagination or ob- 
servation for inspiration. That 
ferme of them must. have learned 
a tric two about carving 
from coastal Cima and from 
Pacific Island aboriginals seems 
not unlikely. Carving and etch- 
ing bone, horn, ivory and ebony 
was nothing new, Horns were 
carved by soldiers of the War 
of 1812 — well before whaling 
tars adopted the scrimshaw 
hobby. Esquimaux and other 
ancient aboriginal tribes had for 
long been doing such primitive 
carving and “illustration.” Yet, 


‘the American whaling scrim- 


shaw crop is quite a separate 
and readily distinguished. mani- 
festation. — From. “Pictorial 
Folk Art New England to Cali- 
fornia,” by Alice Ford.
